Claims 1-9 and 1 1 are pending in the present application. Claims 1 and 8 have 

been amended. No claims have been canceled, and no new claims have been added. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested in light of the foregoing amendments and the following 
remarks. 

Claims 

Claim 1 has been objected to because "the emulation" on line 1 lacked antecedent 
basis. The claim has been amended as set forth above to overcome the claim objection. 

In addition, claims 1 and 8 have amended to address minor grammatical matters. 

Drawing Objections 

a. Figs 1 , 3 and 5 have been objected to because the blocks for "circuit 
boards" and "programmable logic circuits" should be so labeled. Applicant is submitting 
herewith corrected drawings, where short explanatory phrases have been added to explain the 
preexisting reference numerals in Figs 1,3, and 5. 

b. Fig. 7 has been objected to because, in accordance with the Office Action, 
all of the blocks of the flow chart need to be labeled according to their function. Applicant is 
submitting herewith corrected drawings where short explanatory phrases have been added to 
explain the preexisting alphabetical references in Fig 7.
